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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Status 

Applicants' amendment dated August 29, 2008, has been entered. No claims were 
amended. Claims 9 and 10 have been cancelled, and claim 15 was newly added. Claims 1-8 and 
11-15 remain pending in the application. Claims 1-8 and 11-14 stand withdrawn from fiirther 
consideration, without traverse, as drawn to non-elected inventions. 

New claim 15 is subject to further restriction necessitated by Applicants' claim 
amendments, as set forth below. Claim 15 introduces a plurality of distinct protein sequences not 
previously examined. It should be noted that restriction between plural, distinct inventions is 
discretionary on the part of the examiner in utility patent applications (see MPEP § 803), and 
since 37 CFR 1.142(a) provides that restriction is proper at any stage of prosecution up to final 
action, a second requirement may be made when it becomes proper, even though there was a 
prior requirement with which applicant complied. Ex parte Benke, 1904 CD. 63, 108 O.G. 1588 
(Comm'r Pat. 1904) (See MPEP § 8 1 1 .02). 

New Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Claim 15 comprises a protein comprising the amino sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 or SEQ

and thus lack unity of invention. Applicants are required to choose a single specific SEQ ID NO 
as the protein sequence for examination.
